The river was at about the same stage last even- 
ing as on the preceding evening — G feet 1 inch water 
on the falls and 8 feet 10 inches in the canal. It will 
doubtless commence rising to-da}', as the Cincinnati 
papers report it rising there on Tuesday at the rate 
of half an inch per hour. From Capt. Saunders, of 
the Dove, we learn that the Kentucky river was fall- 
ing, but the Emma Dean reports it rising, as well as 
the Ohio river at Madison. 

The Evansville Journal of Tuesday reports the 
river rising there rapidly, and that it had overflowed 
the bottoms above that point. The rise must be 
from Green river. 

The Mississippi and all its tributaries ai>ove St. 
Louis were falling. 

The Nashville Banner of Tuesday reports 4 feet 
water on the shoals in the Cumberland, and the river 
falling slowly. 

Mr. Booth, of the Portland and Shippingsport 
telegraph line, keeps a register of the steamboat ar- 
rivals and departures. 

Storeboots Sunk. — We learn from Mr. Upson, of 
the R. M. Patton, that four storeboats lyiug at or 
near Newburgh, Indiana, were sunk by a storm on 
Tuesday. They were laden with flour, potatoes, and 
other produce. The Patton picked up a few barrels 
of flour that were floating in the river. 

Steamer Stttte, Miller Sunk. — We learn from the 
Nashville Banner that this steamer was sunk a few 
days ago in the Upper Cumberland, just altove 
Burksville. Her bow was lying in six and her stern 
in four feet water. The accident occurred as she 
was leaving port. A strong wind swung her stern 
ashore, and a snag tore a large opening in her hull. 
She had very little freight, and it escaped a wetting. 
It is thought she can be raised easily. She was 
commanded by Capt. Tindall. 

The St. Louis News has the following paragraph. 
The News makes no other allusion to it: 

Alarm of /'ire. — We learn that the i! inn of fire 
about 8 o'clock last night was caused by the burning 
of a steamboat at Cahokia Bend, about five miles 
below this city. It made a great light, and appeared 
to be in the lower part of our city. Many of our fire 
companies started down, but returned after getting 
nearly as far as the city limits. 

An attempt was made at Cincinnati to blow up 
the steamer Yorktown, which was sunk during the 
breaking of the i cean d subsequently raised. On 
Tuesday, while the mud was being cleaned out of 
her boilers, one of the men found a tin canister con 
taining ten pounds of powder, embedded in the mud 
in one of the flues. As there was no use for powder 
about the boat, it is supposed some rascal placed it 
there with the intention of blowing up the boat when 
a fire was built under the boilers. 

The Ben FrankUn awl Nebraska coming.— A dis- 
patch to Capt. Basham, from Memphis, states that 
the Ben Franklin, from New Orleans, had passed 
there, and will arrive on Friday evening. Another 
dispatch states that the Nebraska has also passed 
there and will arrive on Saturday.

The legislature finally adjourned on Saturday, at 
10>< o'clock. Previous to adjournment the Dred 
Scott resolutions were passed, after being modified 
so as to imply that the confidence of the people in 
the Supreme Court has been impeached, but not 
lost. The usual cerem. nies and courtesies were at- 

ndant upon the breaking up of the session. 

The steamship Vanderbilt had a most successful 
trial trip on Saturday. Her speed answered the ex- 
pectations of the most sanguine, as she ran from the 
Southwest Spit to Castle Garden, a distance of sev- 
enteen miles, in fifty-live minutes. 

The slavery question was under discussion in the 
M. E. Church Conference now in session in Brook- 
lyn, on Saturday last. A committee presented two 
reports — the majority against having anything to do 
with the question of slavery, and the minority in fa- 
vor of denouncing the evil everywhere at every op- 
portunity. 

An altercation took place yesterday afternoon, lie- 
tween John Peters, a German pedlar, and Frederick 
Francis, a colored man, which resulted in the death 
of the former. Peters, it appears, had assaulted the 
wife of Francis, who is a white woman, and to pro- 
tect her Francis attacked Peters, knocked him down 
and killed him. Francis then gave himself up. 

The examination of Scatchard, who recently at- 
tempted to raise the wind by forging a pardon for 
Huntingdon, has resulted so far in nothing but evi- 
dence going to prove Scatchard a swindler and asso- 
ciate of swindlers in various parts of the country — 
particularly in New Orleans and Natchez. 



Arkkst of Counterfeiters. — The Cincinnati 
Gazette reports the following: 

At Covington, on Monday, an old man named 
Barr was detected in the act of attempting to pass 
spurious gold $23 j and $5 pieces. He was taken to 
jail, and on searching him there was found upon his 
person $300 in counterfeit bills on the Canal Bank 
of New Orleans, of the denominations of $20, $50, 
and $100. Marshal Butts obtained information re- 
specting his confederates, which he communicated to 
Mr. Ruffin. About 4 o'clock an old man named T. 
Silver was arrested. He was arrested aliout four 
years ago in this city and taken on to Virginia to 
answer a charge of passing bad money there, and 
was sent to the penitentiary, which place he left at 
the expiration of his time, not long ago. On his 
person were found seventy one-dollar gold pieces, of 
the date of 1863. They" were carefully wrapped in 
paper, so that no two of them could rub against each 
other. They are neatly executed, and well calcula- 
ted to deceive, but they are not near so heavy as 
genuine coins. He had" also one of the $20 counter- 
feits on the New Orleans Canal Bank, a good $20 
gold piece, and $4 in good bills. 

When he found himself about to 1* arrested, Sil- 
ver drew a splendid self-loading pistol, which he 
evidently intended firing, but one of the officers 
caught his arm with sufficient quickness to prevent 
the act. In his bosom was found a large new bowie 
knife. 

Between C and 7 in the evening, another of the 
gang, whose name is J. Miller, entered the same 
hotel and was arrested. Upon him was found a 
counterfeit half dollar, and a list of the names and 
residences of twelve or fifteen counterfeiters who 
deal in the "stuff'." Most of them are located in 
Northern Ohio. Barr remains in jail at Covington, 
and the two others will be examined in the police 
court to-day. 

Abduction by Roman Catholics.— The Phila- 
delphia BuUetin of Monday says: 

On yesterday week a disturbance was caused in 
the Spruce Street Church, by the interference of 
some young men with the baptism of a young fe- 
male named Alice Weldon who had left the Catholic 
Church. When the ceremony of baptism was about 
being performed, the brothers of the girl interfered 
and a serious difficulty was the result. Miss Weldon 
lives at service with the family of Mr. Webb. Mr. 
Webb's family are members "of the Spruce Street 
Baptist Church. Yesterday atternoon a niece of 
Miss Weldon's called at the* house of Mr. Webb, and 
asked the new convert to Protestanism to take a 
walk. Miss Weldon consented, and when she had 
reached the corner of Second and Washington 
streets, she was seized by her three brothers, who 
were assisted by three other men, who attempted to 
force her away. " Miss Weldon resisted — an excite- 
ment followed, and an extensive crowd was soon 
gathered. IJeut. Gilbert came upon the ground 
and arrested the party engaged in the abduction. 

They afterwards liad a hearing before Alderman 
Carter, who held th«m to bail to keep the peace and 
be of good beliavior. Miss Weldon is sixteen years 
of age; the brothers, who do not seem to consider 
her competent to judge for herself in matters of re- 
ligion, appear to have left ber to take care of herself 
so far as earning her own living was concerned.

Manufacture of Canol.es. — M. Laporte, of Paris, 
has made some peculiar improvements in candle - 
nianufacture, consisting, first, in the employment of 
a tubular wick, composed of a great many threads, 
woven, plaited, or wtherwise united together: also, 
in the employ inent of a jacket or case round the 
moulds, capable of lieing heated from 112 to 132 de- 
grees by steam; also, in a general process to manu- 
facture a candle composed wholly of vegetable wax 
or having vegetable wax for its base. To make 
200 weight of caudles in this way, tuke 66 parts, by 
weight, of vegetable wax and 34 parts of tallow, or 
of cocoanut oil, or other suitable oil, or of any fatty 
liquid or solid body suitably prepared, and heat the 
same to about 194 degrees by means of steam or a 
water bath. The fatty body "is combined with the 
vegetable wax for the purpose of rendering the lat- 
ter less friable and brittle and of increasing the in- 
tensity of the light. Previous to melting, the wax 
must be crushed up and then thrown, together with 
the tallow or fatty matter, into a vessel containing 
water, acidulated' by sulphuric acid. The melted 
mixture must '»e allowed to remain until it becomes 
sufficiently fluid, when it is drawn off into another 
vessel, where it is left to get a little cooler, an even 
temperature beiitg maintained by stirring. The 
mixture is next run off into moulds containing 
wicks and heated from 1 12 to 132 degrees, and the 
temperature is gradually lowered to from 59 to 67 
degrees, when the candles mav be removed from 
the mould.

The above quotations are taken from a mass of in- 
formation collected in 1854— '55, during nearly a 
year's stay in Utah, all of which came under my 
personal observation, and was noted at the time it 
was spoken. I liave lieen thus particular in notic- 
_ these quotations that the public may know upon 
what is based the conclusions that follow. 

The Mormon priesthood is a consolidated system 
of police, compounded from the old Aaronic, Leviti- 
cal, and Melchesideck priesthood, and is known by 
the name of "The Church of the Latter Dav Saints 
of Jesus Christ."

Brigham stands upon the 
shoulders of his two councillors; they stand upon the 
shoulders of the other ten apostles; they stand k upon 
the shoulders of the high priests; they" stand upon 
the shoulders of the bishops; they stand upon the, 
shoulders of the captains of fifties and seventies; 
they 6tand upon the shoulders of the elders; they 
stand upon the shouldurs of the lav-members of the 
church; they stand upon the shoulders of the labor- 
ing masses who till the soil, which supports the pile. 
From his towering height Brigham issues forth his 
edicts to the people, and with the scorpion lash of 
his serpent tongue he lasher every one beneath him 
into silence . " Ao one teas ever known to dissent from 
fits icUl." The entire fraternity is bound together 
by oaths the most solemn to support the church and 
nothing but the church, and every man, woman, 
and child is constituted a police officer, always on 
duty, and required to report to the head whenever 
anything of sufficient interest occurs to justify it. 
From this you will not fail to percieve that the 
church form is but a closely compacted system of 
police, having a head from which it derives its 
power, and a body forming a nucleus around which 
are gathering the ignorant, the superstitious, the 
bigot, the outlaw, and the disaffected of all countries 
in the world, who are taking refuge, as they sup- 
pose, under the wings of the angel of the last dis- 
pensation. However deluded the great mass of their 
followers may be, the leaders are not deluded, but 
are knaves from choice, willfully misleading the 
masses for the purpose of obtaining and wielding 
power, boldly predicting the overthrow of the Re- 
public, when they will resume the reins of govern- 
men, and proclaim Mormonism to the benighted 
nations of the world. 

Every species of information is studiously kept 
from the people except their own doctrines, which 
are so ingenious and fascinating that t hey bewilder 
rather than enlighten, till the feeble mind becomes 
lost in the mazes of metaphysical theories, and, look- 
ing around for some sure anchor of safety, despair- 
ing falls prostrate at the feet of the monster, im- 
ploring him, in the language of scripture. "I believe; 
help thou my unbelief. ' 
The endearing appellation of "brother and sister"

is applied to all classes indiscriminately, which, with 
the plurality wife system and the marriage of blood 
sisters, breaks up and obliterates every vestige of 
the family relation. 

One-tenth of all the property and one-tenth of all 
products are demanded as "tithmg;" and then not 
onlv the man, but his wives and childreu, aud his 
property entire are consecrated to the church. All 
are at the disposal of Brigham. 

The entire male population of the State are en- 
rolled in the militia, who are under weekly (some 
daily) military drill, every one of whom, from the 
boy of twelve'to the man of eighty years, is requi- 
red to keep oh hand one hundred rounds of car- 
tridges, one gun or rifle, one or more pistols, swords, 
sabres, knives, &c, all he can obtain; and then, in 
the event of war, the women and children are to 
light with w hatever weapon they can command. 
Now, when we consider their location, a thousand 
miles inland on every side, in the mountain fast- 
nesses of the continent; their numbers, which, ac- 
cording to Chief Justice Drummond, are one hun- 
dred thousand in the Territory and two hundred 
thousand in surrounding States and Territories; their 
appliances of war; their secret ageuts in every nook 
and corner of the Kepublic; their emissaries among 
every Indian tribe on the continent, teaching them 
" the mechanic arts and military tactics, ' they 
n: . , ; to something more than we have been ac- 
customed to regard them. 

They have settlements on Salmon river, Oregon 
Territory, and on Lewis river, near Pug^et .Sound, in 
Washington Territorv, and iu Carson V alley and at 
San Barnardino, California. They instigated the 
Indians to revolt in Oregon and W ashington Terri- 
tories in the late war, and were, in my judgment, 
the cause that created the necessity for the procla- 
mation of martial law by Gov. Stevens; and when 
the Governor forwarded a supply train of goods up to 
and for the Nez Perces in payment of debts contract- 
ed with them when returning from treating with the 
Blackfeet or Crows, in the winter of 1855-6, on the 
arrival of the train at Col. Craig's, the Indian agen- 
cy for the Nez Perces, they had been induced to 
favor Koiu-in-kun, the Yakima war chief, refused to 
receive the goods either in payment of debts or as 
presents, and ordered all the whites to their country. 
Col. Craig, the Indian agent, was retained in case 
of need; the train returned hastily to the Dalles; 
but other whites among the Nez Perces, instead of 
coining to the Dalles and claiming the protection of 
the United States army, vent through the country of 
the war Indians to the Mormon settlement on Salmon 
rirer for protection! In Col. Shaw's last liattle with 
the Indians in the Grand Konde among the camp 
equipage of the enemy he captured ammunition with 
Mormon labels on them!

The Masti:i:v ox the Sea — The Xew American 
I Steamer Vandcrbilt — Her Tried Trip. — The Vander- 
' hilt Steamship Line, which has for so long a period 
i remained inactive, pending the result of the efforts 
that have been made for securing to it the privilege 
of carrying the United States mails, has at length been 
put in operation. The new and magnificent steamer 
Vunderbilt will sail for Southampton on the .'»thof 
Slav, and the result of her performance is looked for- 
ward to with the liveliest interest on both sides of 
the Atlantic. 

The Persia having reduced the average length of 
the passage to aud from Europe nearly two whole 
days each way, and standing confessedly without a 
rival among European-American steamships, this 
sailing of t lie Vanderbilt is an event of no small 
importance in determining whether Uritish or Amer- 
ican maritime skill has reached the higher point of 
excellence. 

The extreme length of the Vanderbilt is 340 feet, 
her breadth of beam 49 feet, depth of hold 33 feetj 
and according to carpenter's measurement, she is 
of 5,2G8 tons burden. Her four tubular boilers, 
each 30 feet long and 14 feet deep, are placed 
athwartships, and are constructed in the same man- 
ner as those of the Persia. She has two cylinders 
each 90 feet in diameter, and of 12 feet stroke of 
piston, and is furnished with two walking lieani en- 
gines, constructed on the American plan, in contra- 
distinction to the English side-lever engines, which 
are much more complicated and are ou that account 
more liable to accident. 

Her paddle-wheels are 42 feet in diameter, and 10 
feet face. She will draw when loaded but 21 feet of 
water, while the draft of the Persia is 24 feet. The 
Persia slightly exceeds the Vanderbilt in length 
but the latter, from the fullness of her lines ana 
greater buovaucv, has more carrying capacity. 

On Saturday, "at 3 P. M., the Vanderbilt left the 
wharf at the foot of Spring street, where she has 
been lying lor some time past, and proceeded on a 
trip to Sandy Hook, for the purpose of testing the 
working of her machinery. As she steamed away 
down the North river and the Bay, the ease with 
which her ponderous machinery worked would re- 
mind one of the smoothness and regularity of the 
movements of a watch. v 

On her return she ran a measured distance of nine 
miles in 31 )i minutes with 20 pounds of steam, and 
reached her berth, at pier No. I North river, at half- 
past 6 o'clock. The performance was in every re- 
sjiect highly satisfactory, aud called forth expres- 
sions of gratification from Mr. Vanderbilt, Captain 
Lowber, and other gentlemen of nautical experience 
who were on board. 

The Vanderbilt will be commanded by Capt. Da- 
vid L. Wilcox, of Phila., whose long aud well-tried 
experience in the management of steamships will 
render him capable of fulfilling the expectations that 
have beeu formed of the success of tlie noble vessel 
over which he is to preside, and whose kindness and 
urbanity of manner cannot fail to make friends of 
all those who may come in contact with him.
